On the night of 21st/22nd November, 1964, 2 /Lieutenant 
Shivram Singh Thapa, who was commanding a picquet in 
Jammu 4 Kashmir area, received information about the 
movement of some Pakistani intruderi, He Immediately took 
out a patrol to deal with the intruders. As the patrol 
approached the area. It came under intense LMG and rifle 
fiic. He ordered his patrol to take posftion and moved for- 
ward with five men of his party. Despite sustained and 
accurate firing by the intruders from a close range, 2/Lieu- 
EeDant Thapa, taking a grave personal risk, crawled forward 
with two of his men to within twenty five yards of one 
of the Pakistani LMG positions, threw grenades end neutra- 
lised it. In the meantime, two Browning machine guns from 
neighbouring Pakistani picquets also opened fire on the 
patrol. Having inflicted casualties on the intruders, 2/lieu- 
tenant Thapa successfully brought back his party through the 
bullet swept area without any casualties. This action blunted 
hostile activities in the area. 

2/Lieutenant Shivram Singh Thapa displayed courage, 
leadership and devotion to duty which were in the beat tradi- 
tions of the Indian Army, 

2. JC-5918 Subedar SHANKAR SHINDE 
22nd Bn., The Mara lha. Light Infantry. 

Subedar Shankar Shinde was commanding a group of 7 
other ranks who were ordered to assault a post established 
by Pakistani intruders in the Tarkundi area in Jammu 4 
Kashmir, on the night of 3rd/4th July, 1964. Ai the group 
approached the post, the Intruders opened heavy machine gun 
fire. Undeterred by the hostile fire. Sub. Shinde led the 
assault group to reach the trenches of the post and threw 
grenades in the intruders positions. As a result, two Intruders 
were killed anti the rest ran away. He captured a .38 pistol 
and brought his party back safely. 

On another occasion, when a raid was carried out in an 
urea known to be visited by Pakistani patrols and aimed 
Razakars, he led an assault group and recovered a rifle after 
killing one Razakar. 

On both these occasions, Subedar Shankar Shinde displayed 
courage, devotion to duty and leadership of a high order in 
the best traditions of the Indian Army. 

3. JC-6028 Subedar PRTTAM SINGH, 

5th Bn, The Sikh Light Infantry. 

On the night of 31st March/lst April 1965, Subedar 
Pritam Sinfjh, with 2 other Ranks, was detailed to recon- 
noitre a piece of ground near the cease-fire line in Jammu 
4 Kashmir. The objective of the patrol was a small pimple. 
On approaching the objective, Subedar Pritam Singh deployed 
the two Other Ranks to protect the left and right flanks and 
himself crawled forward up to the objective. At about 2315 
hours, he found a patrol of about 15 Pakistani intruders 
climbing the same pimple. Although greatly outnumbered, 
he decided to fight with the enemy patrol. He killed the 
enemy’s leading scout with iten gun fire when the latter came 
within a distance of approximately five yards from him. 
He then engaged the next scout and threw two grenades at 
the other members of the Pakistani patrol, killing or wound- 
ing several others, The Pakistani patrol immediately took 
position and returned the Are with two light machine guns, 
rifles and sten guns. Almost simultaneously, four Pakistani 
medium machine guns opened intense fire. Undaunted. Sube- 
dar Pritam Singh advanced, came closer to the Pakistani 
patrol and captured a carbine' machine sten from one of the 
Scouts. By this time, the two Other Ranks of his patrol 
also joined him. 

In this action Subedar Pritam Singh displayed exemplary 
courage, leadership and devotion to duty in the best tradi- 
tions of the Indian Army. 

4. No. 3344754 Naik HARNEK SINGH. 

The Sikh Regiment 

On the night of 2nd/3rd January, 1965, when Pakistani 
intruders, armed with rifles, shot guns and other weapons, 
mfllthated into Indian territory with a view to raiding one 
of our posts in Jammu St Kashmir and plundering the houses 
of local civilians, Nalk Harnek Singh and his men ambushed 
the intruders. When the intruders came within close distance 
of the ambush, Naik Harnek Singh and his men charged 
them. In the encounter that followed, he captured one shot 
pm and a sabre and killed six intruders including their 
leader, who was a notorious Razaiar, - 

In this action Naik Harnek Singh displayed exceptional 
courage, determination and leadership in the best traditions 
of the Indian Army. 

5. No. 4141092 Naik PREM SINGH, 

The Kumaon Regiment. 

Naik Prem Singh was a member of a patrol which was 
sent on the night of 21st/22nd February, 1965, to intercept 
some armed Pakistani intruders, who were reported to have 
crossed the cease-fire line in Jammu 4 Kashmir. One party 
of the intruders was already in position and opened Are 
from approximately 100 yards. Thereafter another party 
opened fire from the flank from approximately 50 yards, 
Naik Prem Singh with one Sepov charged on the intruders! 
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He killed one of them and the other*, including the first 
party, ran away. He captured one rifle during the encounter. 

In this action, Naik Prein Singh displayed courage and 
determination of a high order in the best traditions of the 
Indian Army. 

No. 22-Pres./66 . — The President Is pleased to approve the 
award of the “VAYU SENA MEDAL"/" AIR FORCE 
MEDAL” to the undermentioned personnel for acts of 
exceptional devotion to duty or courage : — - 

1. Wing Commander DILBAGH SINGH (2998), 

General Duties (Pilot). 

Wing Commander Dilbaeh Singh took over command of 
the fighter Squadron of MIG-21 on its formation in March 
1963, and in spite of the difficulties of a new unit, Wing 
Commander Dilbagh Sirrgh achieved combat readiness and 
operational efficiency of his unit in the shortest possible time. 
In addition to the Squadron training, he also had to under- 
take the training of the newly posted Pilots. Wing Com- 
mander Dilbaoh Singh has to his credit 4400 hours of 
accident free flying on single-engined aircraft of which about 
1000 hours are on jet fighter alone, which is a very creditable 
achievement. 

By his exceptional skill, zeal and enthusiasm, Wing Com- 
mander Dilbaeh Singh converted his unit in a well-knit team 
of officers and airmen. 

Wing Commander Dilbagh Singh displayed commendable 
professional skill and devotion to duty in the best traditions 
of the Indian Air Force. 

2. Squadron Leader SATYENDRA PAL TYAGI (4757), 
General Duties (Pilot). 

During the operations against Pakistan, Squadron Leader 
Satyendra Pal Tyaei, Plight Commander of an operational 
squadron, carried out eleven onerational sorties in the 
Raiasthan-Sind sector, out of which six were low-level tactical 
missions over enemv concentrations. During these missions, 
he operated at the extreme limits of the aircraft’s radius of 
action, verv often under enemv anti-aircraft and light machine 
gun fire. On one occasion, though his aircraft Wa« hit hv 
auti-3'rcraft flee, he comnleted his mission successfully. He 
also flew combat air nn»rot sorties over the base during nipht 
operating und-r difficult conditions Squ'-Mron T eader 
,9ari,>rndra PM Tvagi displayed commendable flying skill and 
devotion to duty. 

3. Squadron Leader RAN.TTT DHAWAN (4572), 
General Duties (Pilot). 

During the operations against Pakistan, Squadron Leader 
Ranjit Dhawan was the flight commander of art operational 
squadron. He was also responsible for a group of 25 Gnat 
aircraft based at his station and had to look after the neces- 
sary coordination between the engineering and the onerational 
personnel. He carried out a total of 44 operational missions 
in Gnat aircraft. He also was required to plan and coordi- 
nate the flying effort of all the aircraft under his command. 
Thanks to his leadership and planning, the Gnats were able 
to give a good account of themselves against Pakistani air- 
craft of superior performance. Although he himself did not 
shoot down atry enemy aircraft, other operational pilots 
achieved success under his guidance and leadership. His 
cheerful disposition, zeal and keenness to hunt the enemy in 
tips skv inspired the other pilots and the ground crew under 
him to put in their best efforts in the operations. 

4. Flight Lieutenant SHRtKRTSHN A VISHNU PHATAK 
(6358), 

General Duties (Pilot). 

On 1st September 1965, Flight Lieutenant Shrikrishna 
Vishnu Phatak was a Wingman in a four aircraft formation. 
As the formation was entering the enemy area in the Chhamb 
sector, he saw several enemy aircraft. He reported their 
position and stuck to his own formation to guard his leader's 
rear. The formation was ordered to take evasive action and 
to turn hard starboard. In the process, his aircraft was fired 
upon by the enemv and was partially out of control; yet he 
stayed in his aircraft and continued to try to control it till he 
saw that it was in flames and the fire was spreading fast 
Even then he did not lose b's nerve, and tried to gam height 
from a very low altitude. Having failed to do so, he was 
forced to abandon the burning aircraft. 

Soon after landing he saw some troops around him and 
since he Was not sure of his location he evaded them till he 
was overpowered by a posse of armed personnel and 
bayonotted. The bayonet narrowly missed going through his 
lungs. 

Throughout this encounter, Flight Lieutenant Shrikrishna 
Vishnu Phatak displayed presance of mind, professional skill 
and devotion to duty of a high order. 

5. Flight Lieutenant KIZHANATHAM RAMABADRAN 
RATAGOPALAN (4875), 

General Duties (Pilot), 

Flight Lieutenant Kizhanatham Ramabadran Rajagopalan 
has been serving with a Transport Squadron operating in 
Jammu and Kashmir since 1961. He had earli er been on 
operational tour of the Nags Hills and NEFA area. 


During his short service career, Flight Lieutenant Rajago- 
palan has completed a total of about 4000 hours of flying 
including 1300 hours in operational areas. His operational 
experience has been a great asset to the Squadron and cm 
many occasions, when weather conditions were most un- 
favourable, he voluntarily undertook hazardous aupply- 
dropping missions to the most isolated and remote forward 
posts in 1-adakh. In his flights in operational areas he has 
shown commendable professional skill and hit performance 
has been a source of inspiration to other members of the 
Squadron in the best traditions of the Indian Air Forte. 

6. Firing Officer NARTNDER SINGH SAWHNEY 

(6492), 

General Duties (Navigator). 

Flying Officer Narinder Singh Sawhney has been operating 
as a Navigator with a Transport Squadron in Jammu and 
Kashmir since October 1962. At such an early stage of his 
career, through sheer zeal and enthusiasm, tills officer has 
done 1100 hours operational flying in carrying out vital mis- 
sions over some of the most isolated posts in forward areas 
in Ladakh. He always rose to the occasion and cheerfully 
volunteered to participate in difficult missions, the success of 
which was largely due to his intimate knowledge of the area. 
Despite unpredictable weather and difficult flying conditions, 
he regularly undertook operational sorties in utter disregard 
of his personal safety, which has been a source of inspiration 
to his colleagues. 

Firing Officer Narinder Singh Sawhney has displayed pro- 
fessional skill and devotion to duty of a high order in the 
best traditions of the Indian Air Force. 

7. Pilot Officer SUBRAMANIA SANKARAN (7127), 
Technical/ Armameot. 

During the operations against Pakistan, Pilot Officer Subra- 
miim'a Sankaran Was recalled from leave and moved to a 
forward wine. He was asked to assume the responsibility of 
running the Daily Servicing Section at his base which housed 
aircraft not only from his own squadron but from other 
unife also. The aircraft were required round the clock, 
starting from early morning armed patrols which had to be 
airborne at 0430 hours, Himself an armament officer, he 
went out of his wav to gain a workable knowledge of the 
other trades and whhin a very short time was able to run a 
Dally Servicing Section in an efficient manner and to co- 
ordinate its activities in order to meet the demands from 
detachments in other forward bases. He was reonired at 
times to work unto 17 hours a day. For several days Pilot 
OflVer Snbramania Sankaran did not leave the Dally Servic- 
ing Section premises. 

Tn the execution of his task Pilot Officer Snbramania 
Sanknran displayed commendable devotion to duty, great skill 
and good leadership. Working against many handicaps and 
under difficult conditions, he set an inspiring example to all 
those around him. 

8. 48217 Master Signaller (Air) SRI RAM VOHRA. 

Master Signaller Sri Ram Vohra has been operating as 
senior Air Signaller with a Transport Squadron engaged in 
operational tasks in Jammu and Kashmir, This is his second 
operational assignment; he had earlier operated in this area 
as well as in NEFA. During one of his earlier tours, he met 
with a serious flying accident in Jammu and Kashmir. 
Undeterred by the effects of that accident. Master Signaller 
Vohra cheerfully volunteered for all difficult missions assigned 
to his Squadron, which involved hazardous flying over trea- 
cherous terrain and in adverse weather conditions. Within a 
period of 22 months, he had flown about 1000 operational 
hours. Master Signaller Vohra volunteered for flying when- 
ever other signallers were not available and by his own 
example inspired confidence in his colleagues. 

Master Signaller Sri Ram Vohra has displayed devotion to 
dutv and professional skill of a very high order in the best 
traditions of the Indian Air Force. 

9 . 210384 Signaller J-VED KUMAR SHARMA 

Signaller Ved Kumar Shanna has been serving with a 
Transport Squadron in Jammu and Kashmir since July 1961, 
and has to his credit a total of 2500 hours of flying, of which 
over 1800 hours are on operations. Disregarding his per- 
sonal safety, Signaller Sharm'a has volunteered *for almost 
every difficult and hazardous supply dropping mission in 
remote and isolated posts in Ladakh. He flew as many as 
10 hours a day and always appeared cheerful and thus inspired 
confidence in his colleagues. 

Signaller Ved Kumar Sharnaa has displayed commendable 
devotion to duty and professional skill in the best traditions 
of the Indian Air Force. 

No. 23-Pres./66. — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the "NAO SENA MEDAL”/ “NAVY MEDAL" to 
the undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devo- 
tion to duty or courage : — 

1, Commander CHERRUVASSERI VARIJAKSHAN 

NEDUNGADI. 
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On the 22nd July 1965, Commander Cherruvasseri Viin- 
jakshan Ncdimgadi, who was in command ot INS Dharmi, 
was ordered to rescue the crew ot a Greek Ship S, S. Man- 
viKi, wmch was wrecked by rough seas about 20 mites from 
Goa. 1'he Dharini is an ex-cargo vessel with very limited 
power and a maximum speed of only 8 knots. The weather 
at that time was cyclonic with heavy seas and incessant rain 
affecting visibility. Commander Nedungadi handled his ship 
with courage and skill and even though there was a serious 
riss of the Dharmi being wrecked, he came close to the 
Mariviki to effect the rescue. The Sea was rough and boats 
had to be sent out in blinding rain, strong breeze and swell. 
Commander Nodungadi planned and executed this operation 
with boldness and determination. But for his s kilf ul handl- 
ing of the Dharini and his leadership, the crew of the Mariviki 
might have perished. 

The initiative and courage shown by this officer in a 
dangerous situation were in keeping with the best traditions 
of the Navy. 

2. Lieutenant Commander VIDYA BHUSHAN. 

Lieutenant Commauder Vidya Bhushan was in command 
of INS Magar wmch was engaged in tiansporting about 1600 
tons of heavy earth moving and forest clearing equipment 
from die mainland to the Andaman Islands. Beaching a ship 
the size of Magar is a difficult operation and the task was 
more difficult since the Magar was a very old ship. 

Preliminary reconnaissance and beach surveys as to the 
gradients, obstructions etc. were not possible. Lieutenant 
commander Bhushan rose to the occasion. Using local and 
improvised resources and taking calculated risks, he ensured 
sarc and timely bcachings under difficult navigational condi- 
tions. 

Under Lieutenant Commander Bhushan’s inspiring leader- 
ship the ship s company conducted themselves in the best 
traditions of the Navy and completed this difficult task with- 
out a single casualty or accident, 

3. Lieutenant Commander HERBERT SOANS. 

On 22nd July 1965, Lieutenant Commander Herbert Soans 
was the Executive Officer of INS Dharini when the ship was 
sent to the rescue of S. S. Mariviki which had been wrecked 
about 20 miles from Goa. Cyclonic weather was prevailing 
with a heavy sea and continuous monsoon rain. 

Lieutcnan Commander Soans was Officer-in-Charge of the 
boat which was sent from the Dharini to the wreck of S. S. 
Mariviki. He inspired the boat's crew to face the challenge 
posed by the high wakes and the gale. Under his leadership 
they manned the oars for about four hours. Althougn 
exhausted, they continued the rescue operation until the last 
man from S. S. Mariviki was brought safely to INS Dharini. 
they made several trips in difficult conditions and rescued 
27 persons. 

In this operation Lieutenant Commander Herbert Soans 
displayed determination, leadership and devotion to duty in 
keeping with the best traditions of the Navy. 

4. Sub-Lieutenant (SDj (TAS) ANANT RAM. 

Sub- Lieutenant Anant Ram has rendered vital diving assis- 
tance at national projects and naval tasks since 1961. In 
Septembet 1964, when a Piper Cub aircraft, belonging to the 
Boptbay Flying Club, crashed while on a flight from Bombay 
to Ahmedabad, Sub-Lieutenant Anant Ram with a diving team 
was sent to search for the aircraft. In spite of a rough sea 
and swift current and very deep water, Sub-Licutcnant Anant 
Ram decided to undertake the operation and continued the 
search of a wide area until it was called oil as it was evident 
that the aircraft had sunk in deep mud. 

In November 1964, at the request of the Gujarat Electricity 
Board, Sub-Lieutenant Anant Ram worked with a diving 
team for the removal of a steel coffer-dam in the river Mahi 
which was blocking the flow of water into the pump-house of 
a new power station in Khaira District. The task became 
very difficult and risky because of the high tide, continuous 
silting, deep mud and complete darkness due to muddy water. 
Despite all these hazards Sub-Lieutenant Anant Ram led his 
diving team and successfully conducted the operations of 
cutting the coffer-dam 8 feet below the datum. 

Throughout, Sub-Lieutenant Anant Ram displayed exem- 
plary courage, professional skill and devotion to duty which 
were in the best traditions of the Indian Navy, 

5. Petty Officer DASARI N ABASING A RAO REDDY, 
Engineering Mechanic, O, No : 44992. 

On the 5th June 1965, when Petty Officer Dasari Narasinga 
Rao Reddy was on the watch tending the auxiliary boiler of 
INS Khukri, the boiler suddenly back-fired and the resultant 
flash caused a major fire. Petty Officer Reddy remained at 
his post, although his face and hands were burnt. Dis- 
regarding personal safety, he endeavoured to fight the flames 
which were rapidly spreading. He ignored the risk from the 
superheated steam which would have enveloped him if the 
boiler had burst. 

Despite the bums he had suffered. Petty Officer Reddv 
managed single-handed to keep the fire under control until 
help arrived. He thus averted what might have been a major 
disaster. 


me courage and devotion to duty displayed by Petty Officer 
Dasari iNarasinga Rao Roddy were in the best traditions of 
Lne Navy. 

b. Petty Officer (UWI) GOPALAKJRISHNAN LAXMAN 
DAaS, O. No : 33453. 

Petty Officer Gopalaknshnan Laxman Dass was incharge of 
me Lin mgs and Demolition oecuon of ffie Navai Damson in 
aid YLsiUanliiOs. Pits section was given me lade ot clearing 
coidi growuis ana ocher underwater oOjLrucnons in selected 
jiuc., in Pori oiair haruuur. Wrnie thus employed, tfley came 
up against several unexpioded Japanese bombs and mines 
under water in an area west of Cnauiam island. Tnere was 
no means ot rendering tnese safe except removing them one 
Dy one to M inni e Bay range and exploding them. 

Petty Officer Dass personally undertook this dangerous task, 
the uomos nad deteriorated so badly that the slightest percus- 
sion couia nave caused a devastating explosion. However, 
vim cool courage and relying on his knowledge of clearance 
or mines and bourns. Petty Ufficcr Das* completed the opera- 
lion succcssiully ana thus removed a potential danger to the 
nearby dock area. 

Ihe courage and devouon to duty displayed by Petty Officer 
GopaiaknsDuan Laxman Dass were m ffie best traditions of 
me Navy. 

7 . Leading Seaman 1SHWAR DATT MISRA, 

U. No : 47445, (PostJiummL. ) 

Leading Seaman lshwar Datt Misra was an experienced 
diver ana had taken part in several diving operations. He 
was a member ot the diving team which earned out repairs 
to ffie gates of fiirakud Dam at a depth of 70 feet between 
iffi May to lpffi June 1964. in September 1964, he was in 
the diving team which recovered a submerged boat at Sonipat. 
Ho was connected with diving operations when demolition 
work was carried out on a submerged bridge at Basaidhara 
Bridge, Delhi in October 1964. He also took pan in diving 
operauons at Hrrakud Dam during Novembcr-December 1964, 
to clear a fouled gate at Chipluna Power House. On 17th 
December 1964, during diving operations at Rourkela, while 
he was engaged in tilling up a hole in a gate at a depth of 
J5 lect, tus leg got trapped in the hole and he was unable to 
extricate it due to the pressure and flow of water, as a result 
of wmch he died. 

Throughout, Leading Seaman lshwar Datt Misra displayed 
exemplary courage, professional skill and devotion to duty in 
keeping with the highest traditions of the Indian Navy. 

8. Able Seaman KANS RAJ, O. No : 67634. 

On 22nd July 1965, Able Seaman Karts Raj was the coxs- 
wain of the whaler of INS Dharini when the ship was ordered 
to rescue the crew of the Greek ship S. S. Mariviki which had 
been driven on to the rocks and wrecked. The weather was 
cyclonic with a heavy sea and blinding rain. Taking a boat 
ciose to ffie Mariviki to rescue the crew was a hazardous 
operation. There was a risk of the boat being dashed against 
me wrecs which could have resulted in the loss of the boat 
anu ot the lives of all on board. Undaunted by the danger 
Able .'seam an Hans Raj skilfully took his boat alongside the 
Mariviki ume and again and rescued all the 27 members of 
her crew. 

Throughout the operation that lasted about four hours, ho 
fought against the weather and the high sea and despite 
exnaustion did not relax until the last man was rescued from 
the wrecked ship. 

The skill and courage displayed by Able Seaman Kans Raj 
were in keeping with the best traditions of the Navy.

Officer of INS Sharda, volunteered to lead a small party of 
sailors to swim ashore in extremely adverse weather condi- 
tions in order to establish communications, disregarding 
personal safety, Sub-Lieutenant Appukuttan and the other 
sailors of the rescue party worked untiringly for a long period 
and rescued a total of 1500 persons. 

In this operation, Sub-Lieutenant T. Appukuttan and the 
members of his party displayed courage, determination and 
devotion to duty which were in the best tradition* of the 
Indian Navy. 
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15. Steward KARTAR SINGH, O. No : 80276. 

On 27tli February 1964, iNS Akriiay was anchored in 
Casurm* nay, /inuamsns. A reconnaissance party ten the 
snip m an assault coat in order to reconnoitre me D cacti ea oi 
c^asunna Bay. On completion oi reconnaissance, the party 
tneia to launcii me boat tnrec tunes, but tailed to do so as it 
tot swamped by the heavy sun. Another assault boat was 
sent with a rescue party oi wiucu steward Kartar btngh was 
a member. Inc rescue boat had to anchor clear ot breakers 
and swell at sowe distance trom the beach, in the inter- 
vening distance neavy sun prevailed with waves 5 to 6 it. 
high. Despite these conditions, Kartar Singh volunteered to 
swim to the beach with a line. He reached the beach safely 
and the line was used lo haul in the swamped assault boat. 
As there was no otner lino available, he had to return with 
the boat and make another attempt to get the line across to 
tne marooned men. Having done this, the line was used 
a# a rope-way tor the marooned, men to haul themselves 
out of the Dithering breakers to tho rescue best. One 
of them who had swallowed water when the boat 
capsized m an ear her auempt to launch it, was unable to 
swim up to the rescue boaL even with the help of the rope- 
way. Disregarding his personnel safety, Kartar inngh once 
again swam to tne beach and pulled him out of the surf and 
brought him into the rescue boat. 

In this action. Steward Kartar Singh displayed exemplary 
Courage and devotion to duty which were in the best tradi- 
tions of the Indian Navy. 

16. Telegrapiiist Diver lil-MADAN GOPAL SANDAL, 

O. No. 47655. 

During the period from 3rd May 1965 to 3rd June 1965, 
Telegrapmst Diver M. G. Sandal was one of the Naval divers 
engagoa m operations at the Tungabhadra Dam. He was 
assigned the ta6k of underwater welding of the penstock 
'gates of the hydro- electnc project. The work was intricate 
and urgent and involved sustained work under water. He had 
to go up and down a ladder several times a day, fully dressed 
in a standard diving suit which weighs as much as a man. 
With remarkable stamina be negotiated the climb, after tne 
exhausting work under water, in spite of heavy strain, Tele- 
graphist Sandal continued work without rest and successfully 
completed the job. This enabled the electric supply to be 
resumed earlier than anticipated. 

Subsequently Telegraphist Sandal was given the task of 
removing the dummy gates oi the high level canal at the 
fungabhadra Dam. Surfaco waves 3 to 4 foot high made the 
operation extremely hazardous. Disregarding the risks in 
volved, Telegraphist Sandal carried out the assignment with 
determination. His work resulted in the clearance of one 
gate per day as compared to tho estimated time of one gate in 
about four days. 

The devotion to duty displayed by Telegraphist Madan 
Gopal Sandal in these diving operations were in kecpiDg with 
the highest traditions of the Navy. 

— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of tho VLR CHAKRA for acta of gallantry to : 

Squadron Leader JNDER JEET SINGH FARM AR 

(4835), General Duties (Pilot). 

(Effective date oi award— 14th September 1965 ) 

During the operations against Pakistan, Squadron Leader 
inder Ject Singh Parmar carried out sixteen operational sortie; 
out of which seven were low-level reconnaissance missions 
over enemy concentrations. During these missions, he operat- 
ed at the extreme limits of the an craft’s radius of action, 
very often under enemy anti-aircraft and medium machine guri 
lire. Ei one of the sorties he inflicted heavy damage to an 
enemy helicopter on the ground. He also carried out nine 
night air patrols. On the night of 14th September 196? he 
flew four combat sorties in quick succession after having done 
a tactical reconnaissance sortie in the afternoon. Single- 
handed, he succeeded in obstructing enemy bombers and 
putting them off their bombing aim on our airfield and vital 
radarinstallations. in two cases he chased the enemy bombers 
away, before they could drop their bombs.

Farmar displayed commendable courage and remarkable flying 
skill.

Pakistan border in tho Rum of Kutch, in April 1965. Shri

Ponce Garrison at Chhad Bet. When the police post at Sar- 
dar was attacked, the enemy concentrated a large force 
opposite Chhad Bet. Undaunted by this intimidation and the 
presence of numerically superior forces with heavy armour, 
Shri Shirke carried out successive patrols along the border 
till the standing post at Hanuman Talai was shelled on the 
21st April 1965. On the 23rd and 24th April, the enemy 
artillery started shelling Chhad Bet post with MMGs and 3" 
mortars. The Pakistani forces advanced up to 1,200 yards 
from the perimeter of the Chhad Bet Post, but the Police 
force, under the able leadership of Shri Shirke, vigorously 
engaged the enemy force and repulsed their concentrated 
attack after ft grim fight which lasted for 3 hours. 

In this encounter, Shri Bhausaheb Shivajirao Shirke, 
exhibited conspicous gallantry, exemplary courage, leadership 
and devotion to duty of a high order.”

4. The quorum of the Committee shall be seven. Subject 
thereto, the Committee may act notwithstanding any vacancy 
in its members, 

3. The Committee may rogulato its proceedings in such 
manner as it thinks fit, but on any matter on which the 
votes of the Committee are equally divided, the Chairman 
or the person presiding at the Committee shall have a second 
or casting vote. 

6. The functions of the Committee shall be to advise the 
Ministry on matters pertaining to the enforcement erf this 
order and planned development of Cold Storage Industry. 

7. The Central Government may at any time, if it so deems 
expedient in the public interest by order dissolve the Com- 
mittee and thereupon the Committee shall stand dissolved and 
all persons nominated to the Committee shall cease to be 
members thereof with effect from the date of the order.

RESOLUTIONS 

New Delhi, the 3rd February 1966 

No. 13-PG(90)/63, — The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Port of Madras lor the 
year 1964-63. Tho following are the noteworthy features in 
the Report ; — 

1. FINANCIAL POSITION 

The actual net revenue receipts of the Port Trust for the 
year under review amounted to Rs. 444.77 lakhs as against 
Rs. 436.63 lakhs in the previous year. 

The net expenditure for the year, including debt charges, 
amounted to Rs. 376.85 lakhs as against Rs. 307.41 lakhs 
during the previous year. The increase in expenditure was 
mainly under the heads “General charges’’ and “Wet Dock 
charges". 

During the year under review, the Port Trust contributed 
a sum of Rs. 130 lakhs to its Capital account, Rs. 33.12 lakhs 
to the Renewals and Replacements Fund and Rs. 1 lakh to 
the General Insurance Fund. 

The receipts and expenditure of the Pilotage Fund amount- 
ed to Rs. 10.06 lakhs and Rs. 11.60 lakhs respectively. The 
expenditure included a contribution of Rs. 4 lakhs to the 
Revenue Account. 

The balances in the various Reserve Funds at the end of 
the year amounted to Rs. 2.83 crores. Besides, there was a 
dosing balance of Rs. 74.34 lakhs in the Revenue and Pilotage 
Account. 

Outstanding Loans 

(i) The total amount of loan due to the Government of 
India as outstanding at the end of the year under review was 
Rs, 4.67 crores, 

(ii) A sum of Rs. 49 lakhs was dfawn from the Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction and Development during the 
year, bringing The total amount of the loan drawn up to the 
31st Marcn 1965, to Rs. 4.43 crores out of a total amount 
of Rs. 6.67 crores agreed to by the Bank as loan. 

2. TRAFFIC 

There was a general increase In the volume of trade passing 
through the port during tho year. The figures of dead weight 
tonnage of imports and exports which passed through the port 
during tho year wore 2,992,865 and 1,405,283 respectively. 
The corresponding figures for the previous year were 
2,588,757 tonnes (Imports) and 1,577,005 tonnes (Exports). 
T he increase in imports was due to sharp increase of imports 
of foodgrains on Government account. The decline in 
exports was mainly on Manganese ore. Groundnut oil, 
Molasses and sugar. 

The total volume of coastal trade for the year 1964-65 was 
1,197,141 tonnes as against 1,172,409 tonnes in the previous 
year. Foreign trade rose from 2,993,353 tonnes in 1963-64 
to 3,201,007 tonnes in 1964-65, 

3. SHIPPING 

The number of ships, excluding sailing vessels, that entered 
the port during the year was 1,343 as against 1,289 in the 
previous year. The net tonnage was 5,463,647 as against 
5,246,798 during the previous year. Two sailing vessels, 
with a net tonnage ot 285 arrived during the year as against 
four sailing vessels wiu a net tonnage of 564 in the previous 
year. 

During the year tinier review, 94,181 passengers used the 
port as against 61,211 passengers in the previous year. 

4. LABOUR 

The labour situation during the year was satisfactory. 
Labour Welfare measures continued to receive special atten- 
tion. 

5. WORKS 

(i) Side walls for the Wet Dock were completed. The 
total expenditure up to March 1965, amounted to Rs. 286.86 
lakhs. 

(ii) The deep dredging of the new Wet Dock to 31 feet 
has been completed and all the six berths have been com- 
missioned to ship traffic. 

(iii ) During the year under review seven 3-tcm cranes 
were taken over. Two five-ton cranes were under fabrica- 
tion and erection, and one ten-ton crane was ready for trial. 

t.iv) The reconstruction of South Quay-I was in progress. 

tv) The work of construction of a double storeyed Transit 
Shed, at an estimated cost of Rs. 23.60 lakhs, was in 
progress. 

(vi) Work on the remodelling of the Boat Basin was in 
progress. 

(vii) Work on the reclamation of tho Royapuram Bay was 
completed. 
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(viii) The work relating to the laying of a separate water 
main from Kilpauk to the Port premises was in progress and 
about 90% of the work had been completed. 

6. MISCELLANEOUS 

The Board introduced an incentive scheme for good atten- 
dance of workers essentially required for the movement of 
cargo. Third shift working has been retained on a perma- 
nent basis. 

Acknowledgment 

The Port Trust Board performed another year of useful 
work and Government view with appreciation the work done 
by the Board during the year under review, 

No. H-PG( 148 ) /65. — The Government of India have re- 
ceived the Administration Report of the Port of Bombay for 
the year 1964-65. The note worthy features of the Report 
are reviewed below ; — 

2. Financial Position : The total revenue of the Port Trust 
during the year under review was Rs. 1,739.81 lakhs as 
against Rs. 1,633.73 lakhs in the year 1963-64. The total 
expenditure during the year 1964-65 was Rs. 1,593.71 lakhs 
as against Rs. 1,483.02 lakhs in the previous year. There was 
thtis a surplus of Rs. 146.10 lakhs In 1964-65 against 
Rs. 150.71 lakhs in 1963-64. The appreciable increase in 
receipts was mainly due to higher income from wharfage, 
settlement of certain arrears of rent and demurrage fees. 
The increase in expenditure is mainly under the heading 
“General charges and Wet Docks and Railway Department" 
due to increase in dearness allowance and the grant of 
interim relief to the Port staff. 

The total balances in the Port Trust’s Reserve Funds 
amounted to Rs. 34.45 crores at the end of the year 1964-65. 
Of the outstanding debt of Rs. 16.05 crores, the amount due 
to the public was Rs. 6.18 crores and to Government Rs. 8.75 
crores, the balance of Rs. 1.12 crores being internal loans 
held by the Trustees themselves. For repayment of loans, 
Ihe trustees have built up a balance of Rs. 6.27 crores in the 
General Sinking Fund and of Rs. 3.57 crores In a Suspense 
Account to repay the loan taken from Government. 

3. Traffic : The dead weight tonnage handled at the Port 
during 1964-65 was 17,345,000 of which Imports accounted 
for 12,133,000 tonnes and Export 5,212,000. The corres- 
ponding imports and exports of the previous year were 

11.885.000 and 5,464,000 tonnes respectively, totalling 

17.349.000 tonnes. 

The number of overseas passengers who used the port 
during 1964-65 was 1.29,535, while the number of coastal 
passengers was 748,134. 

4. Shipping : The number of vessels, which entered the 
Port during the year 1964-65 was 3.135 of 22.04 million 
gross registered tonnes, as against 3,276 of 22.56 million 
tonnes in 1963-64. The largest vessel, which entered the Port 
during the vear was the s.s. “Mobil Daylight", with a gross 
tonnage of 58,153. 

The number of sailing vessels that used the port during the 
year 1964-65 was 32,055 as against 38,027 during the year 
1963-64. 

During the year 1964-65 110 vessels used the Dry Docks, 
The number of vessels which were berthed in the Wet Docks 
for renair purposes was 174, including 29 vessels berthed at 
the Alexandra Docks.

The greater loss in the working of the Railway during 
1964-65 is due to slight decline in the receipts as well as 
considerable increase in expenditure due to rise in the 
establishment cost, as a result Of the enhancement of the 
rates of dearness allowance. 

7. Turn round of shipping and pace of loading and unloading 
of vessels 

The highest number of vessels using the Docks during the 
year 1964-65 was 100 during the fortnight ended the 3lst 
March 1965.

9. Staff : The total eXDenditure on staff during 1964-65 
amounted to Rs. 835.12 lakhs, as against Rs. 731.02 lakhs in 
thi* previous year. The upward revision of rates Of dearness 
allowance payable to Class III and Class IV staff, effected 
twice during the vear. accounted for a major part of the 
increase of Rs. 104,10 lakhs in 1964-65 over tho expenditure 
in 17fi3-64. An increase in salaries, wages and allowances 
due to the engagement of additional staff on both the Sche- 
duled and non-scheduled establishments and more payments 
on account of arrears due to revision of pay scales and of 
overtime allowances were the other reasons for the increase. 

The total expenditure on medical aid amounted to Rs. 8,86 
lakhs during 1964-65 as against Rs. 6.88 lakhs in the previous 
vear.
